greater  decline  from  AiJgust  than  has  occurred  for  the  past  few  yeaarss  because 
of  the  postponement  of  potato  marketing  aad  a  very  severe  drop  in  truck  crop 
priceso 
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Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  SeptemTser  de- 
clined about  5  percent,  instead  of  remaining  at  about  the  same  level  as  in 
August,    The  decrease  was  a  result  of  lower  prices  for  all  types  of  meat 
animals  except  hogs.     Cash  receipts  from  poultry  and  eggs  v/ere  atout  the 
same  as  in  August,  instead  of  increasing  as  they  did  last  year. 

S'or  the  first  nine  months  of  I9^5f  total  cash  receipts  were  ahout 
1^,  33^^  million  dollars,  3  percent  above  the  income  of  l"^,9l6  million  dollars 
in  19^^4,     Cash  receipts  from  crops  \irere  ahout  16  percent  greater  than  last 
year,  with  income  from  tobacco  and  the  record  wheat  crop  showing  especially 
large  gains.     Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  were 
running  about  5  percent  below  19^^»  because  of  the  decline  in  hog  slaughter. 

State  and  Regional  Estim.ates  for  July  and 
J'irst  Seven  ilonths 

Variations  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  "by  States  and  regions  in  July, 

compared  with  July  19^U,  were  exceptionally  large.     Income  from  crops  ranged 

from  8  percent  below  last  year  i^i  the  South  Central  Region  to  jS  percent 

above  in  the  West  Uorth  Central  Region,  vath  Nebraska  showing  the  greatest  irt- 

crease  in  cash  receipts  from  crops  of  any  State  in  the  country.     Sales  of 

wheat  in  all  major  producing  States  in  the  South  Central  Region  were  do'.m, 

because  of  the  drop  in  the  production  of  vdnter  wheat  in  this  region  in  19^45 

compared  x^ith  ISkk,     Income  from  cotton  also  declined  because  of  late 

maturity  of  the  crop.     In  the  West  ITorth  Central  Region,  the  production  of 

winter  wheat  in  19U5  rose  sharply  over  l^kk  and  sales  in  all  States  made 

marked  gains. 

Moderate  changes  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  occui^ 
red  in  July,     Cash  receipts  in  the  Western  Region  fell  U  percent  "below  last 
year,  x^th  income  from  hogs,  hutterfat,  and  calves  dropping  sharply.  ,  In  the 
South  Atlantic  Region,  rather  pronounced  increases  in  cash  receipts  from 
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"broilers,  especially  in  Delav/are,  and  fron  eggs  and  milk,  more  than  offset 
substantial  reductions  "in  cash  receipts  fron  nogs,  so  that  income  from  live- 
stock  and  livestock  products  rose  11  percent  over  IP^^. 

Gains  were  shox^m  "by  cash  receipts  from  crop  for  all  regions  during  the 
first  seven  months,  contiared  with  the  sane  period  in  19^^.     ^-e  smallest  ±n- 
crease,  h  percent,  was  in  the  Sast  3^Torth  Central  Region.    Income  from  vrheat 
made  narked  gains  in  nearly  all  States  in  this  region,  "but  cash  receipts 
fron  corn,  cherries,  rjffd  dry  edihle  beans  declined  acutely,     ^he  greatest 
regional  gain  in  cash  receipts  fron  crops  was  39  percent  in  the  ^'"fest  ITorth 
Central  Region,     Cash  receipts  fron  wheat,  corn  and  soylDeans  increased  quite 
generally  throughout  the  region. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products-,  from'' -January  through  July 
ranged  fron  12  percent  "below  I'^kh  in  the  T'fest  Forth  Central  Region  to  U  per- 
cent ahove  in  the  ITorth  Atlantic  Region,     Cash  receipts  from,  hogs  dropped 
precipitously  in  all  States  in  i;he  I'/est  ITorth  Central  Region,  and  gains 
m.ade  "by  income  from  cattle,   eggs,  and  n.ilk,  although  marked,  v/ere  small  in 
conparison.     In  the  ITorth  Atlantic  Region,  su'bstantial  increases  in  cash 
receipts  fron  milk  anc  eggs  more  than  offset  the  rather  severe  declines  in 
income  fron  neat  aninals, 
Horth  Atlantic  Region 

Cash  receipts  from  chickens,  eggs,  and  milk,  during  July  rose  sharply 
in  nearly  all  States  in  the  region,  to  n.ore  than  offset  the  decline  in  income 
from  neat  animals,  and  result  in  a  gain  of  6  percent  over  July  19^^  in  cash 
receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

Outstanding  increases  in  cash  rccoipts  from  vegeta"bles  and  to"bacco 
accounted  for  most  of  the  12  percent  rise  in  income  from,  crops  during  the 
first  seven  months  conpared  v/ith  the  corresx"^onding  period  last  year.  Rather 
sharp  gains  in  poiiltry  and  eggs  and  milk  nore  than  made  up  for  declines  in

As  indicated  in  section  (A)  figure  1,  the  rapid  percentage  rise  in 
cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  was  very  similar  during  these  two  periods, 
"biit  somewhat  .greater  in  the  more  recent  period.    The  most  rapid  increase 
occurred  "between  1915  SLud.  I9I8  in  the  earlier  period,  and  between  19^  and 
19^3  ill  'the  later  period.     In  interpreting  these  data,  it  should  "be  reraemlaered 
that  the  starting  points  for  the  two  periods  were  on  different  levels.  In 
1939.  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  were  30  percent  higher  than  in  191^; 
prices  received  "by  farmers,  6  percent  lower;  and  volume  of  agricultural  produc- 
tion, 23  percent  higher. 

Prices  received  "by  farmers  increased  according  to  the  same  general 
pattern  during  the  two  periods.     The  fastest  rise  in  the  earlier  period  was 
■between  I916  and  I9I8,  to  a  level  102  percent  higher  than  191^;  there  was 
little  change  from  I9I8  to  1920,     In  the  later  period,  the  sharpest  increase 
occurred  between  19^1  and  19^3.        a  level  102  percent  higher  than  1939»»with 
a  leveling  off  "between  19^3  ^'^'^'^  19^5* 

In  the  World  War  II  period,  volume  of  agricultural  production  played 
a  greater  part,  and  prices  a  smaller  part,  in  "bringing  alD out  increased  cash 
receipts,  than  in  the  Wofld  War  I  period.    Hot  only  was  there  a  greater  per- 
centage increase  in  volume  of  production  in  the  second  period  than  in  the 
first,  "but  gains  were  greater  in  alssolute  terras,  "because  the  volume  was  higher 
at  the  "beginning  of  the  second  period  than  at  any  time  during  the  first  period. 
Consistently  large  gains  "brought  volume  of  production  in  19^*+  to  28  percent 
a"bove  1939,  followed  "by  a  slight  decline  in,  19^5.  "tlie  earlier  period, 

volunie  of  production  did  not  "begin  to  increase  until  I517,  reaching  a  peak 
in  1920  only  7  percent  alDove  191^.
